SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The publication contains eight photographic images. Seven of these explicitly show 
women in sexual poses, or women and men in poses of sexual activity; the 
predominant focus is on the women. While there are degrading and dehumanising 
aspects to these images, these aspects are countered by a focus on the participants 
as wholes. The remaining image shows a woman securely bound, with a focus on her 
restraint. No internal context explains her restraint. Her restraint is sexualised by her 
fetish clothing and the sexual nature of the surrounding images. In the light of these 
factors, the image presents her restraint as sexually attractive, with overtones of 
sexual violence and coercion and degradation through punishment. 

The submitter has said that the publication is intended for his personal use, and for 
use with respect to his professional interests in censorship of computer networks and 
bulletin-board systems. The Classification Office notes his right under Section 14 of 
the Bill of Rights Act 1990 to “the freedom to seek, receive and impart information and 
opinions of any kind in any form.” Under Section 5 of the Bill of Rights Act 1990, this 
freedom is subject “only to such reasonable limits prescribed by law as can be 
demonstrably justified in a free and democratic society.” 

In consideration of the issues discussed above, the publication is classified as 
objectionable. 
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
